fares, and an air af unrest and 
anxioty pravaila. : 

About an houf aco (2.30 p.m. 
a body of troops came down the 
Bund from the west: they came 
either from Shek Wai Toag or 
Wongsha. Mans of rhem were 
carrying their-own losds, and it 
was a striking sight to see the! 
poor ricksha coolies running 
away, some even leaving their 
ricksbas bahind for fear of being 
impressed. Any man who looks 
like an able-bodied workman is 
not safe when there is transport, 
to be done. 

It looks as if the crisis were 
near. Fhe people are sick of the 
whole business. Ther donot ap- 
pear to mind very much who 
wins, so long as peace is restored. 

No passage boats are mnoning 
regularly. acd most of them have 
completely stopped. 


Railway Service Suspended. 


We learn that the railway 
service vetween Hongkong and; 
Canton has been susperded. no 
trains baving run between the 
tro places to-day. Advice was 
this morning recaived from Can- 
iton by.the railway authorities at 
Kowloon to the effect that’ things 
ara very unsettled and that the 
military authoritits hare seized 
the rolling stacy.

It is said that there is-some 
quality in the soil of Ireland that 
will not permit any soakes to 
survive ifintroduced there. We 
have heard-it asserted by [rish- 
men thatthe grass of the Emerald 
Isle has a deadly effect on 
all serpants. That is a matter 
for naturalists, or upbo'ders of 
the extermination claim made on 
bshalf of S:. Patrick, t> invest. 
igate. What is more apparent to 
outside cbaervers ia that there is 
a form of snake ia the grass that 
flourishes only too well in that 
Jand of <rief, and threatens to 
increase beyond the control of 
the pr:sant Trish Government. 
We refer, of courae, to the rebels 
—the men who, in order to have 
their own way, think notbing of 
bringing suffering and disaster 
on large numbers of their fellow- 
nationals and co-religionists, both 
men and women. Everyone hoped 
thet the Free State would prove 
the solution of Ireland's cen- 
turies of strife and tragedy, bat 
apparently a large section of tte 
population, unsble to see in what 
direction the best in‘erests ,of 
their country lie, will be contest 
with nothing short of an inde- 
pendent Republic. The Crown 
forces have departed,” and Mr.

With 
Mr, Gwynne, we hope for better 
times in Ireland and a successful 
way out of thenew Government's 
diffculties.

Hardly Justice.

“With the fining of the two 
chaufeurs in the regrettable 
accident which resulted io the 
death of a promising young naval 
officer, the last has been haard of 
the affair in the Courts. We can- 
not halp thinking, however, that 
to s certain extent the drivers 
bave been made the scapegoats. 
It certainly would have been a 
scandal had the chauffeurs been 
indicted for manslaughter ani no 
notice taken of certain others 
whose conduct can he sald to have 
contributed to the-fatality. As 
matters stand,” wétare even now 
left with the im easton that, bat 
jor Q- ciraymetsnces, the 
drivara would have béeh indicted 
upon the more serious charge. So 
far as the prosecution ‘for speed- 
ing and reckleas driving is con- 
cerned, we do not for a moment 
suggest that the Crown went ont 
of .its way to penalise the 
offenders. There obviously was 
a breach of the traffic regnla- 
tions on the men’a own admis- 
sion, but we contend that, in 
the case of the driver of 
the naval party’s car at least, 
“the boisterous conduct of the 
pass ngers,” to use Mr. Hazel- 
rigg’s own phrase, was decidedly a 
contributory factor, and,- but for 
it, the probsbility is that the 
chauffeur woold never have 
speeded a8 he did. Wegoso far, 
indeed, as tosay that this conduct 
was one of the causes of the 
terrible results that ensued. The 
Court was, with ‘the evidence 
before if,, unable to do otherwise 
than register conyictions against 
the drivers, but if it is true, as we 
have beard, that the licences of 
these men have beer taken sway, 
then we consider that they have 
been unduly penalised. We are 
all for strict insistence on the 
trafic regulations, which are de- 
sigoed for the common good, but 
each cage should be judged on its 
merits, and io this instance we 
feel it a distinct anomaly thet the 
chauffeurs shosid- lose ‘their 
licences whilst men who ought to 
have known better than to act ss 
they did get off-scot free, 
Straining the Law. 

Mr. Lindsell is tobe commended 
fo: objecting to heavy bail being 
imposed in trivial cases, as yes- 
terday, when two small boys 
failed to appear on « charge of 
p'aying shuttlecock in the streets. 
Ass Consequence of thoir absence, 
each lost bis bail of $5. a heavy 
sum where poor people are con- 
corned. As the magistrate right- 
ly observed, {t is no offence to play 
in the streets unless annoyance 
is caused, and, even were that 
proved, ibis very doubtful whether 
the fine would amount to the sum 
named. Bo far as trifllag offences 
go, some sections of our police 
sppear yather bard-hearted. We 
bave before commented on poor 
old women being compelled to 
come {nto Hengkong from -con- 
siderable distances to answer very 
minor charges. And this fixing 
of. heavy bail in the case of 
youngsters merely enjoyirg them- 
selves smacks somewhat.of the

POLICE EFFICIENCY. 


A Test This Morning.

BACK TO YOUTH. 


Vienna Specialist In London. 


— 


‘OPERATION ON THE EX-SAISER, 


Dr. Burehardi, one of tho 

exponents and practitioners of 
Dr. Steinach’s surgical treatment 
for the preservation aad the 
restoration of youth, atrived in 
London Isst month from Vienna. 
The announcemant was recently, 
made inthe Udercer of the arrival 
at Darn of Dr. Peter Schmidt, 
another specialist of the same 
rejuvenation treatment, in order 
to operate upon the ex-Kaisera 
week corso before his weddinw. 
_ Im an interview with a Presa 
representarivey Dr, Du ohardi 
said that he bad came tv-London 
153 a practitioner and nov a3 & 
missionary. If invized ta do so, 
he would be quite prepsred to 
lecture to scientists and practi- 
tioners respecting the new form 
of surgical treatment, but his 
immediate purpose was to per- 
form ‘a number of operations 
which he had undertaken, 


“SOT ONE FALURE.” 


| Asked what he claims to ba 
able to achieve, Dr. Burcbardi 
said:—"I do not pretend to 
accomplish miracles, but I do 
claim to abla to preserve 
youth, with its capacities and its, 
enjayments, in the case of suii- 
able subjects.” He added that 
he and others had been engaged 
in experiments for something 
like twenty years, and those 
experiments had been made or. 
animals, spart from human be- 
ings. Actual treatment’of men 
had been, in operation for about 
three years acd that,of women 
for five years. 

“In all the human casas 
operated upon—glandular trans- 
forrmatian in the caso of mates 
and a secret X-ray treatment of 
females—not one bas been 6 
failure,” hagaid, “ All the cases 
are still enjoying very great 
venefits. Under this treatment 
retnarkable transformations bave 
been effected. Sunken cheeks 
bave been raised, looks restored, 
ani a general sir of physical 
and mental alertness produced. 
Youth bas been restored both to 
face and Bgure. 

“Much depends upon the state 
of the patieot. If the beady is 
quite worn out, of course Icando 
nothing, hut if itis still suscepti- 
ble to.tha operation, I can hop» 
to preserve the qualities of youth 
for perioda of from five years to 
twenty years. It depends largely 
on the state of the patient ineach 
individual case.” 


EFFECTS OF OPERATION. 


The operation which he intend- 
ed to perform in Landon, Dr. 
Burchardi mentioned, was identi- 
cal with that recently performed 
apap the ex-Kaiser. H+ proceed- 
ed: “Insorascases, when men 
are attacked with premature 
senility. the operation bas not 
only effected marked improve- 
meat in appearance, bat there 
bas been wonderful restoration of 
mental and physical faculties. 
Even in cases of men of sixty-five 
to seventy years of age, the opera- 
tion has been followad by re- 
juvenation of appearance in every 
respect, and mental and physical 
capacities have been Jargely 
restored. A ‘new lease of life’ bas 
been given, a3 you express it here. 
Striking changes ia the ontward 
appearance of women patients 
have been effected. Signs of 
weariness have disappeared. 

"The operation on men is quite 
simple and baraless. Only a local 
anaesthetic is aecessary. Afver 
the cp2tation, the petient shauld 
stay in bed for about three days 
and ba kept reasonably quiet for 
eight’ or mine days. For men 
there is actual operation for 
glandular transformation, but the 
Xray treatroest hes been found 
more suitable for women.” ve

The Capital Levy Decision. 


The Socialist Party in Switcer: 
land has suffered a signal defeat 
in respect of ita proposal to make 
alevy oncapital, Thoreferetdam 
resulted in 730,584 votes being 
cast against the project and 
only 109434 in its favour, 
All the cantons rejected 
the proposal. Not a single 
town with «3 Labour majority 
approved it, The result is de- 
clara to be without precedent in 
the history of the Swiss Coastitu- 
tion. TheSwiss rightofinitiative , 
enciffes any fifty thousand citizens 
to initiate legislation, and in the 
exercise af thia right the Socialist 
Party brought: forward a Bill 
levying atax of S percent.on cap 
ital sums of £3,200, the rate of tax 
Tising to 60 per ceot.on fortunes 
over £120,000. Both Chambers 
of the Swiss Parliament rejected 
the proposal br overwhelming 
majorities, acd the people them- 
selves have confirmed the action 
of their representatives in 6 
decisive manner. : 

The plan was put forward by 
the headquarters of the So-" 
cialist Party, not for the’ 
purpose of redeeming debt, 
but to provide fonds for social 
reforms. It appears that 83,000 
persons signed the capital levy 
petition; an additional 22,000 
onls voted for tbe Tho 
rejection of the plan was 
a foregone ccnclusion. AS 
sron as the date of she plebiacite 
was actually fixed {in October) 
poblic excitement began to grow. 
In.one week withdrawals of bank 
deposits were estimated to have 
exceaded, 100 million francs: 
Swiss bonds ang shares were sold 
wholesale, and the proceeds 
reinvested -in. foreign securities. 
In’ other words, Swiss 
securities were. transferred 
in large amounts to foreigners, 
who were to be exemps from the 
levy. As was to be expected, the 
anxiety to sell caused a heavy 
cecline in the values of securitias: 
State funds fetl on an average by 
2 percent. in one week, sod ip 
tho same period other fwiss 
securities lost I per cent. of their 
value, In the last week of Octo~ 
ber the conversion of securities 
into money caused the Swiss” 
National Bank to increase the 
jssne of bank cotes bs more than 
150 perceot. Effort toraise now 
capital were sompletely checked. 
The town of Winterthur, which 
invited subscription of five million 
francs in Four-and-a-Half per 
Cent. bonds, received applications | 
for only about one-quarter of the 
amount whioh it needed. 

Workpeople in their alarm oa 
possible raid ontheir savings with- 
drew their@alances; the rate of 
interest rose, and if it badcon-, 
tinued, as it would have done if 
the Bill had been passed, busi- 
ness enterprise, which depends 
upon bankers’ credits, would bave 
been severely checked. Several 
Socialist meetings held on Novem- 
ber 26 passed resolutions protest- 
ing against the project, and s. 
Labour meeting at Frutigen was 
almost unasimous in ‘rejecting it..
